(B.) — Notwithstanding anything contained in the Labourers 
(Ireland) Acts, 1883-1885, it shall he lawful for the Local Govern- 
ment Board of Ireland, upon the petition of a sanitary authority or 
an owner of any site and plot proposed to he taken, to make an 
order that any site and plot included in a scheme made pursuant 
to either of the said Acts may he exchanged hy such sanitary 
authority for another site and plot of equal area : Provided always, 
that the Local Government Board of Ireland shall not make any 
order under this section unless they are satisfied that the site and 
plot proposed to he substituted are as suitable as the site and plot 
sought to he abandoned, and unless they are satisfied that the pro- 
posed substitution is not objected to hy the owner, lessee, or occupier 
of the site or plot proposed to he substituted; and the Local 
Government Board may refuse to confirm a scheme, or part of a 
scheme, where a petition against the scheme shall he signed and 
lodged by ratepayers whose holding, or the- aggregate of whose 
holdings,, are valued under the Acts relating to the valuation of 
rateable property in Ireland at three-fourths of the whole annual 
value of any electoral division or townland included in the scheme 
and defined in the petition against the scheme. 

(C.)— Any officer or person appointed to any office or place under 
this Act or under the said Acts may he removed from such office 
or place hy the Local Government Board for Ireland. 

(D.) — The sixth section of the Labourers (Ireland) Act, 1885, 
shall be and is hereby repealed. 
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
